London, August 12.—Eight persons ' 
were killed and 40 were wounded. 
when 800 soldiers clashed with 10,-\[ 


000 Chinese strike rioters at Tientsin 
Wednesday, according to a dispatch 
to the Central News. Many Chinese 
are reported to have been drowned 
when they leaped into the river to 
escape the _ soldiers. Pani¢ swept 
through the strikers’ ranks‘as the 
soldiers moved against them. 

Order was restored only after hun- 
dreds of the rioters had been ar- 
rested.

A fight arose over Senator Harrell’s 
bill to carry into effect the constitu- 
tional amendment authorizing the gen- 
eral assembly to consolidate the of- 
fices of tax receivers and tax collec- 
tors in the counties of the state, 
and to fix, without regard to 


‘uniformity in the various counties, the 


compensation of the officer performing 
the duties of the offices when consoli- 
dated. The bill would provide for 
the election of a county tax commis- 
sioner in any county in the state, and 
provide for his trial and removal from 
office for misconduct or neglect of 
duty, or inefficiency. The senate 
adjourned without acting on the bill. 

Senators Knox and Neal introduced 
an amendment providing that provi- 
sions of the bill shall not become ef- 


fective in any county until a major- 


ity of the qualified voters have rati- 
fied it at an election. 


Pass Forestry Bill. 


The state board of forestry will be 
enabled to function properly through 
administrative work to be carried on 
by a state forester, under provisions 
of a house bill passed Wednesday by 
the senate by unanimous vote. 

With provision to transfer the spe- 
cial tax on lumber dealers which 
amounts to $8,000 a year to the state 
forestry fund, this bill also places 
Georgia in line to receive federal aid 
to a like amount. 

The general appropriations bill was 
favorably reported Wednesday with a 
number of amendments, and probably 
will be brought up on today’s calen- 
dar for passage. Shouid the bill pass 
the senate as amended, it will have to 
be returned to the house for that 
body’s concurrence in the additions. 


A number of general measures were 
passed in addition to the forestry bill. 
One, by Senators Foster and Boykin, 
was taken from the table and passed 
unanimonsly. It provides for lease 
or disposition by municipal corpora- 


‘tions of any or all electric, water and 


gas plants. 

Senator Peebles’ measure to change 
the fee system in ¢ertain courts to the 
salary system passed. This latter bill 
applies only to Richmoug county, and 
relates to the county officers’ sala- 


ries, but does not fix them. It also 
provides that the sheriff shali have 
control over county policemen.

Debate on Measure. 


Weekes, of DeKalb, advocated pas- 
sage of a bill barring the state income 
tax, declaring it tended to drive capital 
out and that cost of collection is ab- 
normally high. Culpepper, of Fayette, 
and Wood, of Spalding, advocated the 
state income tax, asserting that it was 
a means of relieving owners of real 
estate of the heavy burden of taxation 
they now carry. Culpepper was of the 
opinion that the committee substitute 
should be amended. 

Barrett, of Stephens, chairman of 
the appropriations committee, attacked 
the measure as an attempt to tax the 
few aud ignore the many, and he in- 
timated that big money avoids paying 
the tax.

He says that he hds sold off. all his hens 
except sbout 100 aud that the chickens I 
saw were pullets nearly grown. Of these 
he has over 4,000 and they will begin laying 
as soon as they finish moulting, and « the 
young hens moult early. Mr. Kinney says 
that next fall and winter he ought to get 
an average of not less than 2,000 eggs per 
day; that he will ship them to dealers at 
Miami, Fla., and the season's crop should 
sell for $$15,000 or more.

Editor Constitution:, The pay-as-you-go 
plan will not pave the highways in your 
lifetime or mine. The only thing commend- 
able concerning this plan is that it sounds 
good. In the first place it contemplates 
taking all three of the cents now levied on 
each gallon of gasoline, thus taking away 
the one @ent that now goes to the counties 
direct and spending it only on the state 
highway system. As it is now, the coun- 
ties that get this one cent can spend it on 
any roxd in the.county. How the propo- 
nents of this plan expect to take away this 
one cent tax from the counties without op- 
| position I don’t know. The $70,000,000 
, bond issue allows this one cent to go on to 
| the counties as before. The pay-as-you-go 
plan also takes 60 per cent license tag fund 
when everybody knows that we have now 
enough top-soiled roads to maintain and 
others building which will take all of this 


fund eventually to keep this type of road 
| in good shape and probably always will have 
that type on the lesser traveled roads under 
‘any plan to maintain. Again this plan bets 
| om getting two million per year federal 
| Money—this act expires next year, and it 
‘is rumored that the Coolidge administration 
favors in the interest of federal economy a 
discontinuance of this appropriation.

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Officers in the United States army 
are retired and pensioned when they 
attain the age of 64 years. In some 
instances this regulation happens that 
an officer remains physically and men- 
tally efficient for a few years over 
that age and: in such cases, however 
exceptional, the working of the regu- 
lation means a loss of services worth 
far more than the mere salary or pen- 
sion concerned. <A colonel or a gen- 
eral given sound. physical and men- 
tal conditions, is worth a full tompany 
of lieutenants or captains, if experi- 
ence is a good teacher. Ah, but when 
the big chief begins to go seedy, as 
most of ’em do before they arrive at 
the age of retirement, the difference 
between his active salary and the cost 
of carrying him as a sfensioner repre- 
sents a wise investment in economy 
for the government. é 

In like manner, as it seems to me, 
it would be a wise plan if physicians 
were automatically retired, with or 
without pension, at the age of 60 to 
65 years. I have considered this 
idea for several years, waiting, as it 
were, to make a tentative test of it 
in a. representative number of cases. 
I have even hesitated to suggest such 
an idea lest some idle social reformer 
seize upon it as the basis for a new 


profession is sufficiently harassed and 
handicapped by punitive laws and re- 
strictive regulations promulgated by 
our present bureaucratic government. 
Yet the more I see of physicians and 
specialists and their work the strong- 
er becomes my conviction that it would 
be distinctly to the advantage of the 
health of the community at large if 
some such automatic retirement were 
applicable to the doctor as well as the 
soldier. :

Another week 
and we shall have lasted as long as 
the commune of Paris in 1871,” he 
told his comrades on other occasions. 
He did not expect to last. Fortunate- 
ly for the bolsheviks the allied gov- 
ernments started a blockade and for- 
mer czarist generals tried to over- 
throw the new regime by intervention. 
That was the greatest- boon the bol- 
sheviks could have experienced. It 
rallied the whole country around 
them. The recalcitrant peasants, who 
had just received their share of the 
large estates of the nobles, were afraid 
that they would have to give up their 
land again if the monarchy were re- 
stored. So they stood with the bol- 
sheviks. Now it looks as if the peas- 
ants were getting restless once more. 
A war would cure that and solidify 
the bolsheviks in power. Hence the 
defiant speeches full of provocation.
